Service Plan 

All Women 
Partake in 
Training Program 



All women students at the Uni- 
versity are required to take part in 
the War Service Training Program. 
The course to be given this year for 
first year students has been rC' 
modelled and will deal with prob 
lems which may have to be faced 
in the present emergency. 

Those co-eds who have as yet not 
registered for . this compulsory 
course are urgedUo^^do so at once, 
All freshies should apply at the 
Registrars OfTieo to be registered 
for the Women's War Training Pro 
gram. Women students desiring to 
lake supplomental. examinations in 
courses .which they failed in last 
year,, may do so without charge 
next Thursday, October 9. at 3.00 
p.m. in the Royal Victoria College, 
A pass In these examinations Is re- 
quired it the student concerned 
means to proceed to an advanced 
course. Failure would mean taking 
the course prescribed for first year 
students. 

Flan for Fhysicsl Training 

A course in physical training has 
also been planned for all students 
and first year students are required 
to register for a two hour course 
per week. This is a basic course 
and is fundamental to all other 
courses which are- arranged pro 
gressively for the benefit of all stu 
dents in the upper years. The 
course will be given in the R.V.C 
Assembly Hall. ■ . 

The first year course will Include 
lectures on first aid and will fol 
low the general St. John's Ambu, 
lance Association Course. The 
course will be of nine weeks dura- 
lion and will be given by Miss M 
Mathcwsôn and assistants. In the 
second term a course in Emergency 
problems will be given. Including 
Air Raid Precautions— of which the 
R.V.C. blackout was a feature last 
year— as well as medical aid to the 
injured. 

Co-eds in the Upper Years are re; 
quired to register, at the Secretary's 
Office, R.V.C, on October 8lh and 
0th, for the alternative courses 
which eligible students may pur 
sue. Early registration Is required 
as some courses will be restricted in 
size. The alternative courses which 
2nd, 3rd and 4th year students may 
follow Include courses in Home 
Nursing, Motor Mechanics, First Aid

For Salvage 

Refreshments and 
Dance Will Follow 
atR.V.C. 

Accompanied by n police es- 
cort, and preceded by a band 
and McGill banners, over three 
hundred Frosh will parade from 
the University campus to Fletch- 
er's Field tomorrow evening 
prior to the salvage campaign 
in Outrcmont. 

The parade Is scheduled to begin 
at six o'clock, but Freshnien are 
asked to be on' hand at five-thirty 
to prevent delay. The men will 
meet at the Union, while the Fresh- 
cttcs gather at R.V.C. Marching in 
two's from these starting points, 
they will Join forces on the cam- 
pus, and proceed along University 
to Pine. The Scarlet Key and Red 
Wings will act as stewards of the 
parade; in full dress regalia they 
will march on either side of the 
line of Freshmen. 

Groups Are Assigned 
Uppcrclassmen, who will act as 
captains for, the collection, will be 
stationed Iii ' their cars along the 
lane beside . Molson Stadium. To 
each of these captains will be as 
signed a group, of eight to ten 
Frosh, according to the number 
participating in the campaign, 
Every house in Outrcmont will be 
canvassed during the evening for 
salvage of all kinds. 

This drive is similar In Its orgaa 
ization' to thé alumlntim campaign 
sponsored in early. -September- by 
some of the students. Like the for- 
mer campaign, it is designed to 
form part of a larger program of 
participation In the war effort. The 
students are undertaking these 
drives under the sanction of the 
National Salvage Committee. 

According to Glen Cowan, prcsl 
dent of the Students Society, the 
salvage drive will "serve to build 
up a unified spirit among, the 
undergraduate body, as well as pro- 
vide a further Indication of Mc- 
Glll's partici{>ation in the war ef 
fort." The government, he said, has

Maximum Aid 

(From The Dartmouth.) 

When the dusty swirl of Hitler's tanks ap- 
peared over the western boundary of Soviet 
Russia, the Incalculable boldness of the Nazis 
staggered the world. This was a move unex- 
plained by NBC microphone strategists, as well 
as by British Intelligence headquarters; this 
was a move like that which had changed Na- 
poleon's dreams to nightmares; this was a move 
that stunned the great white gods of Washing- 
ton, D.C., into a new scurrying of confusion 
and inactivity, this was a move that slowed 
America in her already slow war decisions. 

When the careful speeches of government 
officials glossed over a reversal in attitude to- 
ward Red Russia, and flipping their coin they 
decided on the lesser of two evils, they took 
action, the action, of barrels of spoken words 
but not one case of guns. 

Hie buffer stales shook with the impact of 
the war's beginning on June 22. Not until July 
8 was the sharp decision of America's occupa- 
tion of Iceland broadcast to the world. Only 
in the middle of July did negotiations for tho 
stricken country begin to take a practical form, 
and finally on July 30 Harry Hopkbis, public 
envoy No. 1, reached Moscow. 

The precious weeks went by, bought with the 
drip of peasant blood in Russian soil, while at 
first American thinking struggled In the throes 
of over-pcssbnism as to tho ability of the men 
from the northern steppes to survive the savage 
pincers of panzer divlsionens. The middle ot 
stunmer, with its slow yielding wall of 
"scorched earth," brought complacency to the 
Allies and to America, which merged into ovcr- 
optlmlstlc estimation of the Red army. 

Not until August 15 was the joint Ro6sevelt- 
Churchlll promise of "the very maximum aid" 
announced, and almost a full month passed be- 
fore the American share ot the joint commis- 
sion to Moscow was ready to leave. The first 
tanker of gasoline reached Vladivostok on 
September 4, after creeping past Japanese hesi- 
tation, and not until September 16 did the Ice 
land patrol receive its orders to "shoot on 
sight" 

Our policy has been the change from over- 
pessimism to over-optimism regarding Russia. 
We have hesitated, inched ahead, balked, blun- 
dered into inaction and indecision, while the 
valuable days go by. Now with the iron gar- 
rote of gray-green troops about to strangle the 
Crimea, mighty Kiev fallen, Leningrad suburbs 
penetrated by alien snipers, Washington hums 
with discussion and tankers linger at their 
berths. Since June 22 we have been given the 
chance to throw our aid to Russia and help hold 
the invaders back. We have been given the 
chance to clear the seas of piracy and weld a 
bridge to Britain. We have had the possible 
opportunity, by aiding Russia, to defeat the 
threat of Prussian arms and end a world war. 

The first specific gleam of the extent of our 
shipments came a week ago from the extremely 
vague, and uncertain newspaper sources of: "it 
was learned reliably in Washington today that 
approximately 300 American warplanes have 
been delivered to the Soviet Union." A sum- 
mer's battle has reduced a force of 20,000 ahr- 
planes to 5,000 and America leisurely sends a 
handful of reinforcements, for some reason 
through the slow path of a London waystalion. 

Perhaps the Washington sources can explain 
why the planes were delayed in London, when 
In the same article occurs, "There are five 
routes by which war supplies can be sent to 
the Soviet Union by the United States and Brit- 
ain, both ot which arc pledged to help the Rus- 
sians to the fullest possible extent." 

Parallel to the information on our careful, 
little help to Russia, huge headlines say, "Brit- 
ain getting 850,000 tons of supplies a week." 
What can be the explanation of the discrepancy 
In flow of munitions to two nations Involved 
in the same bitter struggle against the same 
brutal and repugnant creed? 

Carefully modulated voices in our country's 
capital attèmpt to soothe the growing Im- 
patience against delay by sayhig, "It is ex- 
pected that the log jam will be broken as soon 
as formal negotiations about meeting the Soviet 
supply problem begin." Negotiations and dis- 
cuslons drag their fruitless way . . . 

Meanwhile, we carry In our fearful minds 
the truth of what Dorothy Thompson says: "The 
question of whether Russia will make a sepa- 
rate peace with Germany if the panzer divi- 
sions push much further, depends wholly on 
the United States, its aid and Intentions." 

While there is sUU time, while the threat of 
winter hangs close over the dangerous tundra, 
let us act, let us send tanks to the Stalin line, let 
us send aviation gasoline to Vladivostok, let us 
arm the Russian peasant ond in so doing push 
the threat of a Nazi world In oblivion. We 
plead for tho instant crushing decision of our 
democracy.
